(111) Adequate knowledge of sugar/vanaspatl Industry. 
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(Qualifications relaxable at Commission's discretion in case of candidates other- 
wise well qualified). 

Column 10. — By transfer on deputation falling which by direct recruitment; 

Column 11.— Transfer on deputation Officers of: — - 

(i) Indian Administrative Service and Central Services Class I with at 
least 15 years’ standing as such, and

4. DlnquaHfleatlons. — (a) No persons, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries In any case In which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the life time to such spouse, shall be eligible 

for appointment to the post; and 
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(b) no woman, whose marriage Is void by reasons of her husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government, if satisfied that there are special grounds 
for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6 . Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do. it may, by order, and for reasons to be recorded) 
In writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class or 
category of persons.

Regulations, 1957 which the Central Government proposes to make, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by section 57 of the Mines Act, 1952 (35 of 1952), is 
published, as required by sub-section (1) of section 59 of the said Act, for the 
information of all persons likely ' to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 30th 
August, 1970. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date so specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. 


DRAFT REGULATIONS 

1. These regulations may be called the Coal Mines (Amendment) Regulations, 
1970. 

2. In regulation 170 of the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957 for sub-regulation (1), 
the following sub-regulations shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(1) The short-flrer shall, before a shot is charged, stemmed or fired, see that 
all persons in the vicinity have taken proper shelter. He shall also take suitable 
steps to prevent any person approaching the shot and shall himself take adequate 
shelter. 

(1-A) In the case of an opencast working, the shot-firer shall not charge or 
fire a shot — 

(a) unless he has taken the precautions laid down in sub-regulation (1), 

.(b) unless sufficient warning by efficient signals or other means approved 

by the manager, is given over the entire area falling within a radius 
of 300 metres from the place of firing (hereinafter referred to as the 
danger zone) and also he ensures that all ^persons within such area 
have taken proper shelter, 

(c) where any part of a public road or railway lies within the danger zone, 
unless two persons are posted, one in either direction at the two 
extreme points of such road or railway which fall within the danger 

zone who shall by an efficient system of telephonic or other com- 

munication approved by the Chief Inspector warn the short-flrer of 
the approaching traffic and shall also warn the passers-by and the 
vehicles on such road or railway whenever necessary. 

(1-B) Where any permanent building or any structure of a permanent nature 
Res within the danger zone, the aggregate maximum charge In all the holes fired 
at one time shall not exceed one kilogram except with a permission In writing of 
the Chief Inspector and subject to such conditions as he may impose: 

Provided that if the distance from the place of firing to any part of such build- 
ing or structure is less than 50 metres, no blasting shall be done except with the 
por mission in writing from the Chief Inspector of Mines, and subject to such 
■conditions as he may specify therein: 

Provided further that the Chief Inspector may by an order in writing and 
subject to such conditions as he may specify exempt any mine or part thereof 
from the operation of all or any of the provisions of this sub-regulation on the 
ground that the observance of its provisions is not necessary or reasonably practi- 
cable on account of the special conditions existing thereat.”

"(1) The blaster shall, before a shot is charged, stemmed or fired, see that all 
persons in the vicinity have taken proper shelter. He shall also take suitable 
steps to prevent any person approaching the shot and shall himself take adequate 
shelter. 

(1-A) In the case of an opencast working, the blaster shall not charge or fire 
a shot — 

(a) unless he has taken the precautions laid down in sub-regulation (1), 

'(b) unless sufficient warning, by efficient signals or other means approved 
by the manager, is given over the entire area falling within a radius 
of 300 metres from the place of firing (hereinafter referred to as the 
danger zone) and also he ensures that all persons within such area 
have taken proper shelter, 

(c) where any part of a public road or railway lies within the danger zone, 
unless two persons are posted, one in either direction at the two 
extreme points of such road or railway which fall within the danger 
zone who shall by an efficient system of telephonic or other communi- 
cation approved by 1 , the Chief Inspector warn the blaster of the 
approaching traffic and shall also warn the passers-by and the vehicles, 
on such road or railway whenever necessary. 

(1-B) Where any permanent building or any structure of a permanent nature 
lies within the danger zone, the aggregate maximum charge in all the holes fired 
at one time shall not exceed one kilogram except with a permission in writing 
of the Chief Inspector and subject to such conditions as he may Impose: 

Provided that if the distance from the place of firing to any part of such build- 
ing or structure is less than 50 metres, no blasting shall be done except -with the 
permission in writing from the Chief Inspector of Mines, and subject to such 
conditions as he may specify therein: 

Provided further that the Chief Inspector may by an order in writing and 
subject to such conditions as he may specify exempt any mine or part thereof 
from the operation of all or any of the provisions of this sub-regulation on the 
ground that the observance of its provisions is not necessary or reasonably practic- 
able on account of the special conditions existing thereat.”
